GENEVA (lf*—The Western Big 
Three and the Soviet bloe agreed 
in principle today on a nine mem­ 
ber Indochina peace conference. 
Informed Western sources said 
Russia apparently dropped an ear­ 
lier demand that India be included.

Capehart said he would oppose 
the administration’s recommends 
tion that the limit on*government 
insured home improvement loans 
he hiked from $2,500 to $3,000 and 
the repayment time stretched from 
36 to 40 months 
Government insured

home improvements and large scale 
apartment projects are the two pro 
grams involved in the scandals. 
Many home owners are alleged to 
have been victimized by disreput­ 
able building salesmen who pres 
sured them into taking out loans 
for costly improvements and re 
pairs. 
Apartment builders are accused 
of pocketing up to a half-billion 
dollars in quick “windfall” profits 
by 
getting 
FUA-insured 
loans 
amounting to more than the cost 
of their projects. This program ex­ 
pired in 1950.

C A V E IN Rot K C A V E which provided excellent shelter and protection was a popular stopping place 
for tra ile rs and traders during earl;, days

park and picnic facilities
